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Congress Restricts 
Service Publications 


WHE signing by President Hoover of 
=the War Department appropriation 
bill: on Feb. 23, made effective imme- 
diately the amendment attached thereto 
wegarding Service publications. 

The effect of the amendment result- 
ed in immediate wholesale resignations 
of many active oficers from positions 
as editors of magazines and as officers 
of associations publishing magazines. 

The day after the signing of the bili 
by the President, the personnel division 
of the general staff drafted a meni- 
orandum on the subject which was 
sent by radio to each Corps Area and 
Department Commander, each Chief of 
Army or Service and the Commanding 
Officer of each exempted station. The 
memorandum, signed by Brig. Gen. A. 
J. Bowley, assistant chief of staff, and 
approved by Maj. Gen. George V. H. 
Moseley, deputy Chief of Staff, is as 
follows: 


War Dept. Memorandum 


The War -Department Appropriation 
Act, 1932, just passed, contained the fol- 
lowing restriction: 

“No appropriation for the pay of the 
Army shall be available for the pay 
of any officer or enlisted man on the 
active list of the Army who is en- 
gaged in any manner with any pub- 
lication which is or may be issued 
by or for any branch or organiza- 
tion of the Army or Military asso- 
ciation in which officers or enlisted 
men have membership and which 
carries paid advertising of firms do- 
ing business with the Government: 
Provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed 
to prohibit officers from writing or 
disseminating articles in accordance 
with regulations issued by the Sec- 
retary of War.” 

For your further guidance: 

(a) This restriction is viewed by the 
War Department as effective at once. 

(b) It does not affect retired personnel. 

(c) The expression “engaged in any 
manner” with any publication described 
in the provision, applies to editing, direct- 
ing, managing, or any other active busi- 
ness relation with any such publication, 
direct or supervisory, with or without 
compensation. 

(d) The expression “business with the 
Government” applies to business involv- 
ing the expenditure of funds appropriated 
by Congress, or the receipt of funds to be 
disposed of as directed by statute. This 
means all departments, bureaus and 
branches of the Government, not the 
Army alone. 

(e) Whereas it is held that the ex- 
pression “business with the Government” 
applies as in paragraph d above, yet it 
is not known what the decision of the 
Comptroller may be with respect to post 
exchanges or other semi-official agencies 
of the Army, or his interpretation of the 
use of company funds. 


Debate in Congress

Resolved, etc., That a joint com- 
mittee to be- composed of five 
members of the Senate, to be ap- 
pointed by the Vice President, and 
five members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, to be appointed by 
the Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, who shall be members 
of or members elect of the Seventy- 
second Congress, shall make an in- 
vestigation and report recommen- 


dation by bill or otherwise to tk -r 
respective Houses relative to the 
readjustment of promotion, pay, 
allowances, and allied subjects per- 
taining to the commissioned and 
enlisted personnel of the Army, 

Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 

Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 

Public Health Service. 

The Committees on Military Af- 
fairs and the Committees on Naval 
Affairs of the Senate and House of 
Representatives and the Committee 
on Commerce of the Senate and the 
Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce of the House of 
Representatives each shall have a 
representative on such joint com- 
mittee.

Nicaraguan Pay to Marines 
To Be Cut, Report Reveals 


RESIDENT HOOVER, on Feb. 21, 

forwarded to the Senate in re- 
sponse to a resolution by that body, 
correspondence between the Nica- 
raguan and United States governments 
pertaining to the maintenance of 
Marines in Nicaragua. 

The information, supplied by Secre- 
tary of State Stimson, revealed, among 
other things, that President Moncada 
made requests last Summer and Au- 
tumn for a decrease in the salaries of 
American Marines attached to the 
Guardia Nacional. Although this re- 
quest was refused as regards marines 
already in the Guardia Nacional, it 
was agreed that there should be a re- 
duction of salaries for all marines en- 
listing in the future. The salaries re- 
ferred to are those paid by the Nica- 
Traguan government in addition to the 
regular salary paid by this govern- 
ment. 

The following is from Secretary 
Stimson’s report on the subject: 

In view of the economic depression 
through which Nicaragua is at pres- 
ent passing and the resulting decrease 
in governmental revenues, the govern- 


desire to cut down the cost of the 
Guardia. 

Besides other steps of retrenchment, 
the Nicaraguan government in July, 
reduced the salaries actually paid to 
all governmental employes in an as- 
cending scale from 5 per cent on sala- 
ries of $20 or less to 20 per cent on sala- 
ries of $100 or more. The Nicaraguan 
government desired to extend this re- 
duction to officers of the Guardia. This 
Government could not consent to a re- 
duction in the salaries of officers who 
had gone to Nicaragua on the basis 
of a stipulated salary, but did consent 
on Nov. 24, 1930, to a reduction in the 
pay of officers joining the Guardia in 
the future.

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Promotion in Army 
Analyzed in Articles 





(Following is the second of a series 
of articles being published in the Army 
and Navy Journal analyzing Army pay 
and promotion as treated in the report 
of the Inter-Departmental Pay-Person- 
nel Board. The articles are published 
solely for the purpose of discussion and 
do not necessarily represent the views 
of this publication.) 


N THE first article. of this series the 

principal questions. pertaining . to 
promotion upon which difference . of 
opinion exists in the Army and in the 
Congress as_well, were indicated, these 
points having to do, in the main, with 
the basis upon which promotion should 
be predicated, that is, seniority, selec- 
tion, or length of service, and whether 
there should be limiting percentages 
in the field grades. ’ 

A reading of the ‘proposed legislation 
covering Army promotion submitted to 
Congress last November by the Inter- 
departmental Pay and - Promotion 
Board shows that that agency proposes 
that generally, below the grade of 
brigadier general, and with certain 
minor exceptions, promotion of officers 
shall be on the basis of length of ser- 
vice alone. _ Accordingly, under the 
plan submitted to Congress, the exist- 
ing method of promotion by seniority 
goes by the board, and promotion by 
selection—in *he grades in which it does 
not exist in the Army today—although 
apparently looked upon by the inter- 
departmental agency with a friendly 
eye, is postponed to the remote future 
as a “consummation devoutly to be 
wished.” 

Length of Service 

While, as before stated, it is proposed 
that promotion, in general, shall be 
made on length of service, the opera- 
tion of this plan is restricted by setting 
up maximum percentages in the respec- 
tive grades of major, lieutenant colonel 
and colonel. It will thus be seen that 
the Interdepartmental Board was not 
ready to go the whole way; but 
when it is remembered. that under 
existing law the maximum percentage 
of officers in the combined grades of 
major, lieutenant colonel and colonel is 
but a fraction over 25 per cent, and 
that some proposed promotion bills that 
have been considered by Congress in 
late years would permit as high as 75 
per cent or more of officers in those 
combined grades the compromise per- 
centage fixed upon by the interdepart- 
mental agency in this matter can be 
understood. Minimum percentages are 
also set up in the grades of major, 
lieutenant colonel and colonel to insure 
that the number of officers in those 
grades may not be reduced at any time 
below the margin of safety, so to speak, 
in the interest of the public service. 
To the extent necessary to maintain 
these minimum peréentages, the board 
proposes to continue — promotion 
seniority in accordance with the offi- 
cer’s relative standing 2 the existing 
promotion list. Incidentally the sanc- 
tity, or otherwise, of the said promo- 
tion list as set up under the War De- 
partment’s construction of the National 
Defense Act of June 4, 1920, is pre- 
served by the board, perhaps on the 
theory that no one can unscramble 
eggs, regardless of whether or not such 
unscrambling would be desirable and 
proper if it could be effected. 

No doubt the principal reason which 
induced the Interdepartmental Board 
to set up maximum percentages in the 
field grades mentioned was the fact 
that so many thousands of officers who 
entered the Regular Army from the 
status of former World War emer- 
gency officers, are now in the grade of 
captain or will enter that grade imme-

Grade Percentages 


Before illustrating the operation of 
the general plan of promotion by 
length of service, as proposed by the 
Interdepartmental Board, it might be 
useful to comment on the grade per- 
centages as set up by that agency. 
While existing law provides for spe- 
cific numbers of officers in various 

and not for grade percentages, 
such grade percentages can readily be 
derived, of course, by arithmetical 
process, and are found to be as fol- 
lows: colonel, 4.3 per cent; lieutenant 
colonel, 5.3 per cent; and major, 15.8 
cent. The Interdepartmental 
proposes to change these per- 
centages so that they will be as fol- 
lows: colonel, not less than 3.5 per cent 
nor more than 4.33 per cent; lieutenant 
colonel, not less than 8 per cent nor 
more than 15 per cent; and major, not 
less than 15 per cent nor more than 27 
per cent; with a combined percentage 
in the grades of lieutenant colonel and 
major of not more than 35 per cent. 
Some question will naturally arise as 
to why the board proposes to increase 
the minimum percentage in the grade 
of lieutenant colonel from 5.3 per cent 
to 8 per cent—an increase of practi-

Officers In “Hump” 
To illustrate how the general prin- 
ciple of promotion on length of service 


will operate with the limitations im- 
posed upon it in the proposed bill, let 
us take the case of a captain of the 
World War “hump” and assume that 
at the proper time he has completed 
17 years’ service for promotion pur- 
poses. Under the general promotion 
scheme were it not for the limitation 
on the operation thereof this captain 
would immediately become a major as 
a matter of course. “ However, at the 
time when he shall complete his ser- 
vice it may be that the grade of major 
will be full to the maximum percentage 
authorized. In that event the captain 
will have to wait for from one to more 
than three years before promotion. 

There is another side to the picture, 
however. Under the proposed scheme 
of promotion, which undoubtedly was 
exhaustively studied by the board, it 
will be possible, until 1934, for many 
emergency captains to be promoted to 
the rank of major without having 
served 17 years, but whose promotion 
will be necessary. to maintain the mini- 
mum percentage in thé grade of major. 
The order of promotion of these offi- 
cers will be determined by their posi- 
tion on the existing promotion list. 

It will be noted also that the pro- 
posed bill amends the existing promo- 
tion law relating to certain corps of 
the Medical Department and chaplains 


.by imposing limiting percentages on 


the upper grades of those branches, to 
the end that said grades may not be so 
overloaded as to interfere with the per- 
formance of the normal “pick and 
shovel” activities of those services. 

To sum up, 8 would undoubtedly be

Col. Cole Views Air Lack 


HE need of the United States for 

an increased air force was brought 
out forcibly by Col. Walter C. Cole, 
Air-Res., National President, Reserve 
Officers’ Association, at a meeting Feb. 
16 of the Regular and Reserve officers 
of the Detroit Procurement District of 
the Air Corps and representatives of 
Aviation Industry and industry gen- 
erally of Michigan. 

Brig. Gen. Henry Pratt, chief of the 
Material Division of the Air Corps, 
and Maj. William Crom, Chief of the 
Industrial War Plans Section of the 
Material Division, spoke at the meet- 
ing. 

Extracts from Col. 
follow: 

“In the event of war the aerial forces 
of the belligerent nations will undoubt- 
edly be the first contact units. 

“The nation best prepared in the air 
will strike quickly and hard, and seek 
to maintain aerial supremacy. That 
country unprepared in aerial defense 
will suffer severely in trying to im- 
provise after a declaration of war. 
This will require time. Even the larg- 
est and richest nation cannot buy time. 
Aerial troops, at the outbreak of war, 
can be only those combat or tactical 
units ready at the time.

Change Pay Regulation 
HE one year’s pay and allowances” 
to which an officer wholly retired 
is entitled to under the provision of 
Section 1275, Revised Statutes, now 
includes rental and subsistence at the 
rates he was entitled to at the time of 
retirement under the revision of AR 
35-1740, dated Feb. 6, 1931, whereas 
under the superseded regulation, dated 
July 2, 1927, such an officer was not 
entitled to commutation of quarters. 

An officer wholly retired, or wholly 
retired for disability not incident to 
the service (AR 605-245, paragraphs 5 
and 7), is entitled to one year’s pay and 
allowances ander the provisions of sec- 
tion 1275, R. S. Paragraph 2 b., AR 
35-1740, as revised, provides that of- 
ficers wholly retired from the service 
shall be entittled to a year’s pay and 
allowances of the highest rank held by 
them, whether by staff or regimental 
commission, at the time of their re- 
tirement. 

Under the revised regulation an of- 
ficer discharged with one year’s pay 
(AR 605-245) is not entitled, in addi- 
tion to pay based on rank and longev- 
ity, to receive 50 per cent additional 
pay for aviatian duty.

(Continued from First Page) 
declared Mr. James. “For it would tie 
my committee’s hands as to Army pro- 
motion legislation for two years, and 
we are the ones to deal with the 
matter. 

“Nor am I in favor of the pay part 
of the resolution,” he continued. “The 

present committee has done nothing 
with the question, although it had all 
the data necessary before them. To 
refer the pay question again to a joint 
committee would simply mean tieing 
it up again.” 

Representative Britten, chairman of 
the Naval Committee, also has de- 
clared himself against the considera- 
tion of the pay and promotion ques- 
tions by a joint committee. In a 
scorching statement issued last week 
he attacked the Joint Pay Committee 
for their inaction and laid the blame 
at the door of Representative French, 
whom he alluded to as “a well-known 
pacifist.” 

Due to the opposition of the legisla- 
tive committee leaders, it is plain that 
nothing will be done about the crea- 
tion of a new joint committee, during 
this Congress, at least. 

Mr. French says that he does not in- 
tend to do anything further. “I do 
not see why I should make a fight on 
the resolution,” he stated. “We have 
pointed a way to proceed, and it is up 
to those interested in the pay question 
to carry it through.” 

If there is any chance of action in 
the House, Senator Reed, chairman of 
the joint committee, states that he will 
endeavor to get the resolution through 
the Senate next week. “There is little 
use to do anything over here,” he com- 
mented, “if the measure cannot pass 
the House.” 

Questioned as to what further plans 
he has for settlement of the pay and 
promotion problems, the Senator said 
that he “guessed the only thing to do 
was to wait until Fall-and then at- 
tempt to pass the resolution.” 

Both Representatives James and 
Britten, however, have a definite plan 
for dealing with the two questions. 
That plan is to reassert their jurisdic- 
tion over pay and take up promotion 
and pay in their respective committees 
next Congress, meeting together if 
necessary. 

“What we are going to do is this,” 
declared Chairman Britten, after a con- 
ference with Mr. James. “We will 
communicate with our respective de- 
partments and have them draft pay 
and promotion bills just as was done 
last Summer, and submit them to Con- 
gress next Fall. Then the Military and 
Naval Affairs Committees can consider 
them and come to some result.” 

Separate bills for the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, and other services would 
be drawn up, rather than one bill for all 
services, Mr. Britten indicated. He said 
that he would not be in favor of refer- 
ring the problem to sub-committees of 
the interested committees which would 
meet together, a procedure that had 
been suggested. He would have the 
full committees meet together, if nec- 
essary, he stated. 

Mr. James told the Journal that he 
had already gotten in touch with the 
War Department and had asked them 
to submit a promotion bill to his com- 
mittee next Fall, and that his cogmit- 
tee would then start consideration of 
the matter. 

That at least approximate parity be- 
tween the services, as to pay and pro- 
motion, will result from the bills which 
will come from the Military and Naval 
Committees, if ever, and whenever that 
is, seems likely im view of the attitude 
of both Mr. James and Mr. Britten to- 
ward getting together in the consid- 
eration of the bills.

Modernization of Arizona 

N the 4th of May, 1929, at 11:15 

in the forenoon the USS Arizona 
moored to Pier Number Four of the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, in Portsmouth, 
Va. Twenty-two months later, almost 
to a day, marks the end of the ship’s 
_long sojourn in the Yard and her trans- 
formation from a pre-war veteran of 
ancient design to a modernized epitome 
of all that is formidable and note- 
worthy in naval capital ship develop- 
ment. 
Battleships—bulldogs of the Fleet— 
like their four-footed prototypes, are 
old at an early age. The Arizona had 
13 years of commission and an active 


war record when she went into mod- 
ernization. However, the aging of a 
battleship is not marked by a rapid 
deterioration of her structural vigor, 
but by a passing of the qualities that 
give her primacy in her own field. 
Like a seasoned athlete, the days of her 
glory are few. But unlike the human 
champion, she may be reinvested with 
new and up-to-date qualities that may 
again make her a mistress of the seas. 
Modernization is the name given to 
this process of battleship gland treat- 
ment. It reproduces a metamorphosis 
that makes the ship unrecognizable to 
those who may have known her well 
in her superficial aspects before the 
change took place. The planning and 
work involved in making the change 
are, in many respects, of a higher or- 
der than the process of constructing 
an entirely new vessel. The skill and 
expedition. with which such planning 
and work are accomplished form the 
criterion by which the relative effec- 
tiveness of various methods of mod- 
ernization may be measured. As in 
all things, practice tends to perfect. 
And therefore, largely on account of 
the experience gained in the moderni- 
zation of the battleships Texas and 
Nevada, we find the Norfolk Yard 
turning out a most workmanlike job 
on the Arizona within the limits of 
both time and cost. 

Gone are the old so-called cage masts 
of an earlier epoch and the many 
hooded ventilators turning this way 
and that, which gave the American 
battleship its distinctive appearance. 
In their places are two rugged tri- 
pods, bearing aloft their three-storied 
penthouses for observers and lookouts, 
and low, scarcely observable openings 
into the bowels of the ship, through 
which fresh air is fed to the newly 
installed express type high-pressure 
boilers, as well as to everv habitable 
part of the ship. Top hamper is re- 
duced to a minimum, in order to pro- 
vide the widest possible sweep to a 
beautiful new battery of anti-aircraft 
guns. The broadside five-inch battery 
is raised a whole deck above its for- 
mer placements, and an entirely new 
deck forms the placement for the anti- 
aircraft defense guns. Added steel 
decking protects the ship further from 
any bombing plane that may succeed 
in penetrating the gun-fire barrage, and 
still additional protection is afforded 
against the dishing effect of bomb ex- 
plosions close alongside by the great 
empty water-tight compartments 
swathing the underwater hull and 
known to the American naval service 
as “blisters” and to some of the for- 
eign naval services as “bulges.” The 
great 14-inch gun turrets,show little 
change in outward appearance, but 
here again modernization has been at 
work, and the guns come through with 
increased arcs of elevation and conse- 
quently increased range. Extensive 
changes have also been made in the 
main machinery installation, which are 
expected to result in a considerable 
economy in operation. . 

Besides the outstanding <shanges, 
thousands of minor alterations have 
been made throughout ‘the ship, all 
tending to a greater u $ and 
incorporating the latest expert. opinion 
on offense and defense, en protection, 
ventilation, sanitation, ami, as, well, on 
welfare and reereation. ~ ;

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FINAL EFFECT OF MAGAZINE AMENDMENT IN DOUBT 

HE amendment restricting service magazines has raised numerous questions, 
which are being discussed with great interest both in official and congres- 
sional circles. For example, can the Comptroller withhold indefinitely the pay 
of an officer violating the statute? No definite time is fixed therein for such 
action. The law merely states that the appropriation for the pay of the Army 
shall not be available for any officer or enlisted man engaged with the publica- 
tions referred to. The Comptreller might hold that the penalty would apply for 
the period while “engaged,” or might go so far as to direct that no pay 
be disbursed to the offender. Another question which has been raised is 
to what extent retired officers may be active in case they take over the 


publications. The section, of which the amendment is a part, provides that none 
of the moneys appropriated in the act shall be used to pay any officer retired 


before reaching the age of sixty-four, who is employed by any association “regu-: 


larly or frequently engaged in making direct sales of any merchandise or material 
to the War Department or the Army.” Publications are merchandise, and it is 
asserted that sale of such publications to any branch at frequent intervals would 
mean the imposition of the penalty referred to. Still another question arises out 
of the interpretation that will be placed upon the words “engaged in any manner 
with.” The War Department holds this applies even to officers and directors of 
the associations. Will it be held that the dues of members constituting financial 
support means they like the officers and directors are “engaged” in some manner 
with the maintenance of the publications? If so, will they be subject to depriva- 
tion of pay? This is an aspect which would be most unfortunate, since 
the associations are of very great value to the Service and should be continued. 
If the Comptroller should decide that the law so applies, then the associations, 
in order to continue, must divest themselves of all connection with the publica- 
tions carrying paid advertising of firms doing business with the Government. By 
“Government,” as the order of the War Department states, is meant any depart- 
ment or branch thereof. Of course, the associations would not be affected if 
the publications should eliminate such advertising. Another question raised is 
as to the effect on post publications. Local merchants advertise in these publica- 
tions. They sell also to the Post Exchanges. Is the Post Exchange a Govern- 
ment institution? If so, then the post papers cannot take advertising from the 
merchants unless they are under retired, reserve or civilian control. 


The law of 1919 prohibited publications by any Government office except 
with the consent of Congress, but the new law authorizes them. The sole re- 
striction is that officers on the active list shall not disseminate their articles or 
comments in publications issued by or for any branch, organization or association 
of which they are members, carrying paid advertising of firms doing Government 
business. In other words, under the regulations of the Secretary of War, they are 
authorized to “disseminate” their creations, and therefore the associations can 
can continue to issue their publications. Of course, there would be a loss in 
revenue. 


In connection with the matter of revenue, a great deal of gossip is in cir- 
culation as to the financial effect upon some ef the officers concerned. The report 
persists that directly or indirectly these officers drew compensation, which was 
additional to their pay. It is argued that the associations should have been 
served without any expense, but on the other hand the claim is made that the 
publications required overtime attention and that fair play demanded compen- 
sation therefor. It is pointed out that whatever the expense some of the asso- 
ciations have surpluses, and these will permit the hire of retired or reserve offi- 
cers or civilians to continue the publications. 


If to continue the publications as heretofore, Reserve Officers must be elected 
as officers and directors, then the question arises as to the value these associa- 
tions will become to the regular service. Under reserve contro] what may they 
do? The officers and board have control over the money in the treasuries. 

It is certain of course that they will be honorable men, but it is pointed out 
that after all they are reserve and not regular officers and naturally they will be 
more interested in their component than in the regular establishment, and the 
publications may reflect this attitude. 





SENATOR MOSES UPHOLDS LAW 
ENATOR MOSES, sponsor of the amendment, who referred to the entire mat- 
ter in the Senate, as a “vexed subject,” gave the following statement to the 
press: 

“It is about time the Army and other branches of the Government were 
learning that when Congress passes a law, it means it. The Postal Act of 1879 
gives the benefit of a low country-wide postal rate to religious, scientific, techni- 
cal and fraternal publications. The restrictions of that law especially have not 
been regarded by Army and Navy publications. In 1919, a law was enacted for- 
bidding any branch of the Government from issuing publications without the 
consent of Congress. That law was violated and evaded, especially by the Army, 
because of lack of penalty. The Army publications have: been particularly ob- 
jectionable. Not only did they invade the editorial field which primarily belonged 
to private enterprise, but they engaged in solicitation of advertising from manu- 
facturers and merchants from whom the Government made purchases. Vicious 
examples of this procedure were publications issued by supply branches which 
got advertising from manufacturers and contractors doing business with such 
branches. Of course, the hundreds of thousands of dollars spent for this adver- 
tising reduced the advertising appropriations available for private magazines and 
newspapers. In the Army Appropriation Act, Congress has sought to put an end 
to such practices and such kind of publications, and to limit the publicity acti- 
vities of Army officers to the dissemination of technical articles under regula- 
tions promulgated by the Secretary of War. Paid advertising has no place in 
connection with such dissemination. I understand it is the intention of the Army 
to continue the publications against which the legislation is directed, under the 
guise of management and control by retired or reserve officers, but the responsi- 
bility will remain in the Army and the objectionable abuses may go on. This 
would be another attempt to flout the considered will of Congress. The Secre- 
tary of War and the Comptroller General should enforce the law strictly, and 
put an end to the kind of solicitation and publication of advertising that has 
occurred and that really is harmful to the advertiser since it creates the sus- 
Picion that he is submitting in order to stand in with purchasing officers. Con- 
gress is entirely agreeable to the distribution of technical information and com- 
ment, but it does not propose permanently to permit Army officers to engage in 
the publishing business and compete with private enterprise, particularly with 
small newspapers which under any circumstances have a hard time to keep afloat 
and serve their communities.” ~ 


It is generally understood that Congress, as well as the Army, does not want 
to kill the technical publications but merely wants to discontinue the practice of 
publishing paid advertising from firms doing business with the government. To 
accomplish this purpose it is understood that members of Congress are giving 
Serious consideration to a plan which would permit the branches to publish the 
technical information it wants disseminated at the Government Printing Office 
without, of course, paid advertising. In that regard Representative Barbour on 
the floor of the House said that a Senator from New Hampshire had told the con- 
ferees on the bill that “in all probability some of these magazines can be taken 
tare of through the Joint Commi‘tee on Printing.” Representative LaGuardia

PROPOSE SEARCH FOR SITE OF NAVAL ACADEMY BRANCH 

R-?: EVANS (R. of Calif.) has taken a step further than. Mrs. Kahn, of the 

same State. Mrs. Kahn introduced a bill that would invite offers for the re- 
moval or extension of the U. S. Naval Academy. Now Rep. Evans has introduced 
a bill (H. R. 17278) which would authorize the appointment of a board of naval 
officers to investigate sites for the establishment of a Pacific Coast branch of th 
Naval Academy. 

Depite the fact that the Naval Academy at Annapolis, Md., is not only con- 
sidered adequate, but able to accommodate many more midshipmen than are now 
being trained there, Mr. Evans has proposed this bill which would appoint three 
naval officers to investigate and report to Congress such sites as may be available 
and estimates of probable costs of the location and necessary construction. The 
board would consist of the Superintendent of the Naval Academy and two other 
naval officers. Their recommendation would be required for the tion, as well 
as the estimate of costs necessary for the establishment of an efficient, fully 
equipped branch of the United States Naval Academy. 
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said, “It seems to me that would be much more desirable.” 
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Possession No Offense 

SSESSION of alcoholic liquor while 

on shore in a foreign country is not 
in violation of any “law, regulation, 
or custom of the naval service,” the 
Secretary of the Navy rules. 

Reviewing a sumary court-martial 
conviction in which the charge alleged 
that the accused did “fall in ranks with 
a returning liberty. party on the dock 
in the city of Bizerta, Tunisia, with a 
bottle of alcoholic liquor in his posses- 
sion,” the Secretary of the Navy holds 
that the charge was fatally defective in 
that it failed to state an offense. 

“To constitute an offense of which a 
naval court-martial may take cogniz- 
ance, the specification must allege an 
act or omission which is in violation of 
a law, regulation, or custom of the 
service,” it is ruled. 

“Possession of intoxicating liquor 
aboard a vessel of the naval service or 
at any place under exclusive naval ju- 
risdiction is made a punishable offense 
by virtue of article 118 (1) of the 
United States Navy Regulations. Like- 
wise, the national prohibition act, of 
which a naval court-martial may take 
judicial notice, forbids the possession 
of alcoholic liquor by any person within 
the jurisdiction of the United States, 
subject to certain exceptions authorized 
by that act- 

“However, there is.no law, regulation, 
or custom of the service which forbids 
the possession of alcoholic liquor by a 
member of the naval service under the 
circumstances set forth in the above- 
quoted specification, namely, while such 
person is on shore in a foreign country. 
Said specification appears to depict a 
situation properly to be made the sub- 
ject of immediate corrective measures 
by the officer in charge of the liberty 
party but does not present a situation, 
in’ itself, calling for court-martial 
action. 

“In view of the foregoing, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy directed that the pro- 
ceedings, finding, and sentence in this 
case be set aside.”

To Scrap Mayflower 


GECRETARY OF THE NAVY 
ADAMS has announced that the 
converted yacht USS Mayflower, dam- 
aged by fire and subsequent sink- 
ing at the Navy Yard, Philadelphia, 
the night of Jan. 24, 1931, will be 
scrapped. 

The decision was based on recom- 
mendations of the Navy Board of In- 
spection and Survey, of which Rear 
Adm. Sumner E. W. Kittelle, USN, is 
president. Officers of the board in- 
spected the Mayflower Feb. 17, after 
she had been ::aised by the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard ‘/orce, and recommended 
that in view of the cost of repairs and 
alterations necessary to condition the 
ship for service, amounting to approxi- 
mately $210,000, she be scrapped. 


The Mayflower, originally purchased 
by the Navy from the Ogden Goelet 
estate March 19, 1898, served as a gun- 
boat during the Spanish- American War 
and subsequently was commissioned in 
1902 as the Presidential yacht, serving 
for 27 years in that capacity. Ordered 
out of commission in March, 1929, she 
was offered for sale four times, but in 
each case the bids were rejected by the 
Navy Department. Work necessary to 
recommission the Mayflower for duty 
as flagship of the Special Service 
Squadron to relieve the USS Roches- 
ter, was ordered Dec. 2, 1930.

Navy Warrant Exam. 


N examination for the appointment 

of enlisted men of the Navy to the 
warrant grades of boatswain, gunner, 
electrician, radio electrician, machinist, 
carpenter, and pharmacist, has been an- 
nounced by the Bureau of Navigation 
in a recent circular letter. 


The examination, to be competitive, 
will be held the week beginning July 
20, 1931. No exam will be held for 
appointment to the grade of Acting 
Pay Clerk. The following regulations 
will govern the examination: 


Commanding Officers will appoint 
preliminary examining boards to de- 
termine the physical and professional 
fitness of candidates as required by 
paragraph two of Article D-6202, Bu- 
reau of Navigation Manual. With each 
application, Commanding Officer will 
forward to the Bureau the reports of 
the preliminary examining boards, a 
copy of the applicant’s current service 
record on N. Nav. 21 or pages 9-10 
entered to date and signed, and a rec- 
ommendation by the Commanding Of- 
ficer as to whether or not the applicant 
is qualified for the grade of warrant 
officer and worthy of such advancement. 


All applications shall be forwarded 
in time to reach the Bureau prior to 
May 16, 1931. Applications received 
subsequent to that date will not be con- 
sidered 

The eligibility requirements for this 
examination are as provided by Bureau 
of Navigation Manual, revised, Part D, 
Chapter No. 6, except that the qualifica- 
tions for machinist as given in Article 
D-6220, paragraph one, will include 
petty officers first class of the branches 
enumerated who have held their rating 
for a period of four years with a clear 
record and continuous service. In view 
of the number of vacancies now exist- 
ing in the grade of machinist, it is re- 
quested that all those who are eligible 
to take the examination for this grade 
be advised to apply. 

Officers designated in Navy Depart- 
ment’s letter A-17-29 (310212) of Feb. 
13, 1981, are directed to appoint the nec- 
essary boards of medical examiners to 
conduct the physical examination and 
boards to supervise the professional ex- 
amination of candidates who will be 
authorized by the Bureau to appear for 
final examinations. These boards 
should be convened in ample time to per- 
mit Commanding Officers of candidates 
to ascertain before which board candi- 
dates shall appear. 

The authorization to appear for ex- 
amination will be addressed to the man 
via his Commanding Officer. Upon re- 
ceipt of this authorization, the Com- 
manding Officer will make arrange- 
ments for the man concerned to appear 
before the most conveniently located 
boards at the proper time. 

Candidates. serving on unattached 
vessels or at stations where no boards 
are convened shall be transferred for 
temporary duty in connection with the 
final examinations to the nearest ship 
or station where boards are convened. 
Such transfers shall be immediately re- 
ported to the Bureau of Navigation. 

Commanding Officers will take the 
necessary steps to insure that all can- 
didates who are authorized by the Bu- 
reau to appear for the examination 
shall report in person to the President 
of a Supervisory Examining Board on 
July 20, 1931. 

In view of the fact that two ex- 
aminations for promotion to the war- 
rant grade of Acting Pay Clerk were 
held during 1930, and that as a result 
of these examinations there are 18 men 
on the waiting list for appointment, no 
examination for this grade will be held 
during 1931. Any vacancies occurring 
in the grade of Acting Pay Clerk will 
be filled from the men now on the wait- 
ing list. It is expected that the next 
examination for Acting Pay Clerk will 
be held in 1932. 


No More Shore Duty

be renamed USS Dolphin; USS V-8, to 
be renamed USS Cachalot; USS V-9, 
to be renamed USS Cuttlefish. 

The V-1 to V-6 are now in commis- 
sion and operating with Submarine 
Division 20, Battle Fleet. The V-7 
is building at the Navy Yard, Ports- 
mouth, N. H. Construction of the V-8 
was awarded to the Navy Yard, Ports- 
mouth, on Feb. 19. Proposals from 
commercial shipbuilding firms for the 
construction of the V-9 are to be open- 
ween the Navy Department, April 16, 





Hampton Roads Band 


WHILE it is difficult to trace the his- 

tory of navy bands because of 
their frequent changes of personnel, it 
may be readily seen from the account 
of the Naval Training Station Band at 
Hampton Roads, Va., that the bands 
have more or less grown up with the 
Navy, and as such have become an in- 
tegral part of it. The history follows, 
just as Bandmaster E. W- Taylor fur- 
nished it to the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal: 

It is said that the first band ever to 
be carried by an American man-o’-war 
as a part of the crew was “kidnaped” 
at Tripoli. The story relates that an 
American frigate, while lying at an- 
chor in the harbor of Tripoli was visited 
by a small band of native musicians. 
During the progress of the concert the 
ship got underway and carried the band 
along as part of the crew. The idea 
of a band to play music spread rapidly 
throughout the navy and other bands 
were soon recruited for service on the 
different warships. History does not 
relate any great accomplishments by 
musicians in battle but that may be be- 
cause in those days men were enlisted 
for various duties and not solely on 
their ability to play some musical in- 
strument, as there were no ratings for 
musician in those days. Who knows 
bu: what some of the boatswains, gun- 
ners, quartermasters, deck boys, etc., 
back in those days who helped to make 
history in our young navy were also ex- 
pert piccolo players or drummers or 
horn tooters in addition to their regu- 
lar duties. Suffice to say that the 
musicians branch of the present navy 
just “growed up” with the navy and 
the band at the U. S. Naval Praining 
Station at Hampton Roads, Va. as well 
as other bands in the navy are the re- 
sult of this first band supposedly ob- 
tained at Tripoli. 

For a good many years the various 
bands in the navy had to depend upon 
what they could recruit to round out 
an organization which was very poor 
at best and suffered from lack of proper 
instrumentation. The War brought 
about many changes in the organiza- 
tion and proper instrumentation of 
navy bands, so that today if we need 
a piccolo player the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion details a piccolo player instead of 
a few bass drummers and other acces- 
sories, as the custom prior to the late 
War. 

A record of all musicians in the navy 
is kept in the bureau of navigation con- 
taining the name, rating, instrument 
played, where located, and a record of 
the total amuune oi sea and shore duty 
of each musician. Two years at sea 
and two years ashore is the routine 
tour of duty of a musician. About the 
only history we have of a navy band 
is the history of its tour of duty- The 
entire personnel of the band changes 
once in two years. 

The history of the U. S. Naval Train- 
ing Station band at Hampton Roads, 
Va. dates from the opening of this sta- 
tion in 1917. A band was organized 
for duty at this station and has played 
no small part in the training of re- 
cruits in parades, drills and exercises. 
The band has also been an instrument 
of navy publicity, broadcasting a series 
of concerts at intervals of time. © The 
present band has furnished music for 
all sorts of occasions, being prepared 
for a call at short notice to furnish 
music for any occasion, including of- 
ficial, unofficial, and social occasions. 
We work in complete harmony with the 
local Federation of Musicians in order 
that we do not play for occasions which 
would prevent members of the union 
from fulfilling their aims and purposes. 

While our instrumentation is set at 
22 pieces, which is not as large as the 
army bands, the arrangement of our 
instrumentation brings out the best 
which can be had from such a small 
band. We have four complete sections, 
we might say, we are capable of play- 
ing four complete ‘chords, or four 
quartets. The basses, trombones and 
baritone, the horns and cornets com- 
plete the brass sections. The reeds 
constitute the fourth section- This gives 
us three quartets in the brass and one 
in the reeds which rounds out a brass 
band. The addition of the tenor and 
alto saxaphones acts as a velvet against 
the brass and helps to bring out the 
reeds which is so sorely lacking in navy 
bands. Thus we are enabled to render 
some fairly presentable concerts. A 30 
piece band would come more nearly 
being the ideal instrumentation for a 
training station, due to the double duty 
of drills and parades, and concerts and 
social occasions. The work at a train- 
ing station is much heavier than on 
board ship.

For, after all, the failures and the ac- 
complishments of any organization de- 
pend upon its leader: the band more to 
so than other organization, because the 
band leader in the navy assumes re- 
sponsibility for everything concerning 
the band except the responsibility of 
command, and he is the only person on 
board ship who is responsible for some- 
thing which he cannot discuss pro- 
fessionally with any one outside of a 
few members in his band.

NGRESS WILL ADJOURN on Wednesday. Its record of accomplishment 
for national defense is a sorry one. For the Army, it was niggardly in ap- 
propriations; for the Navy it deliberately put aside the naval construction pro- 
— which would have been a step toward the achievement of parity under the 
ndon Treaty, and which was pledged in order to bring about the ratification 
of that treaty. The vital question of pay needed for contentment and consequent 
\greater efficiency, remains unsolved, as a result of the injection of promotion 
reform into its consideration. Army promotion legislation has made no progress, 
because the House Military Committee refused to act either of its own volition, 
or in connection with the Reed bill, which the Senate promptly passed. Ener- 
getic pressure applied by Congressman Britten is expected to result in the enact- 
ment of the Britten promotion bill. At least, the rule for its consideration has 
been reported favorably, and there is still time for action. 





“Wy HAT IS THE MATTER with the House Military Committee?” we have been 

asked. Al! of its members are strong friends of the Army—they have 
demonstrated this fact in the past. They know that something must be done 
with respect to pay and promotion, and they are sympathetic especially with the 
plight of first and second lieutenants. Even at this late day, we have no doubt 
they could strike out everything in the Reed promotion bill but the provision re- 
lating to these grades and secure its enactment. We call on Mr. James, Chair- 
man of the Committee, to give this much hope, at least, to the Service. We have 
seen Congress, on the morning of March 4th, pass a large number of meritorious 
hills, and surely the necessity of this is paramount. For the House Military Com- 
mittee to refuse to do anything, even to decline to consider a bill passed by the 
Senate, is to show callous indifference to a condition which is emphatically harm- 
ful to Army morale. ‘The letter of Capt. Clear, published in the Congressional 
Record, and republished in our issue last week, is a truthful description of the 
plight of junior officers, and a serious indictment of the rich government respon- 


sible for its existence. 





TALLING IS A FINE art with congressional politicians. It was displayed in 
all its illuminating qualities in connection with the question of pay relief. 
Public opinion, aware of the inadequate compensation given to the Servic 
forced action of some kind. The leaders had turned thumbs down on the proposa 
to increase pay; they were and are under the impression—and they will find them- 
selves mistaken—that there are no votes in service legislation. Something had to 
be done, so the Joint Congressional Committee on Pay Relief was created. That 
Committee knew if it reported a bill it would be promptly passed. This would not 
do. So some bright mind proposed the injec:ion of promotion into the ques- 
tion knowing that here would be a field for lengthy discussion. The Joint Com- 
mittee, in its report, recommended the creation of a pay and promotion commit- 
tee for the next Congress. Of course, it was known that the standing committees 
of the House would oppose anything of the kind. The event has demonstrated the 
truth of the knowledge. The Joint Committee proposal is dead. 


What then? Does this kill pay relief? 


It does not. The situation of the 


active and retired personnel is known by the people. The only danger lies in the 
possibility of their forge‘ting—and this is what the politicians anticipate. How- 
ever, the people will not be allowed to forget. The Army and Navy Journal repeats 
the assurances it has heretofore given: It will not relinquish for one moment its 
active campaign to keep popular attention concentrated upon this vital subject. 
Only by an alert public opinion can the needed relief be obtained; and that we 


pledge ourselves to con‘inue to arouse. 





TN VIEW OF THE naval construction agreement between France and Italy, 
brought about by the concerted pressure of the United States and Great 
Britain, the latter will not appeal to the “escalator” claase in the London Treaty. 
This is being seized upon by members of Congress as a justification for the de- 
cision not to enact the program for new ships required as the first step toward 
establishing equality with Great Britain upon the seas. To the unthinking, the 
fact that France and Italy have called a halt upon construction makes unneces- 
sery any additions to our own Fleet. Yet the fact remains-that our inferiority 
to Great Britain will continue and that British supremacy, so far as the Con- 
tinent of Europe is concerned, is maintained without the expenditure of a pound. 
We are hopeful that public opinion, informed of the relative situation in which 
our Fleet now stands, will force the next Congress to appropriate for a com- 
prehensive program, and thus place the country in a position at the international 
conference of 1935 to talk in terms of ships and guns and not in blue prints.

FORE THE OHIO SCHOOL OF THE AIR on Monday, Col. Fredrick H.

Gen. Hancock has published in a 
pamphlet the correspondence between 
himself and the General of the Army 
and the President on the subject of his 
claims to higher military command. 

After five or six years’ contest the 
Senate has concluded to waive the right 
of treating with the Indian tribes as 
independent sovereignties, and the Con- 
ference Committee have introduced a 
provision to that effect in the Indian 
Appropriation bill.

The 
measure has not been acted upon, but 
it will undoubtedly pass.

APT. SAMUEL M. ROBINSON, 
C USN, who has been named to suc- 
ceed Rear Adm. Harry E. Yarnell, 
USN, as Chief of the Bureau of En- 
gineering and Engineer-in-Chief of the 
Navy, will be the first engineering- 
duty-only officer to hold that post since 
the retirement of Rear Adm. Robert S. 
Griffin in 1921. 

Griffin, 
one of the last of the old Engineer 
Corps officers, three line officers have 
held the post of Engineer-in-Chief of 
the Navy and Chief of the Bureau of 
Engineering. They are: Rear Adm. S. 
S. Robison, Rear Adm. John Halligan, 
and Rear Adm. Yarnell. 


In 1916, when it became apparent 
that with the retirement of all of the 
Navy’s engineering specialists of the 
old Engineer Corps, it would be neces- 
sary to, in some way, fill their shoes, 
a number of line officers were desig- 
nated for engineering-duty-only. Capt. 
Robinson was among the officers se- 
lected at that time, and comes to en- 
gineering chiefship with the back- 
ground of 15 years experience exclu- 
sively as an engineer, and behind that 
15 years as a line officer. 


Capt. Robinson is at present man- 
ager of the Navy Yard, Puget Sound, 
Wash. He will relieve Adm. Yarnell 
next summer, when the latter goes to 
sea as Commander, Aircraft, Battle 
Force. He will hold the rank of rear 
admiral while holding the position of 
Chief .of Bureau. 


Capt. Robinson was born in Eulogy, 
Tex., Aug. 13, 1882, and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy from the 8th 
District of Texas in 1899. He was ad- 
vanced to the rank of ensign’in 1905, 
lieutenant (jg) and lieutenant in 1908, 
lieutenant commander 1916, commander 
1920 and captain 1926. 

Captain Robinson attended the En- 
gineering School at Annapolis from 
1909 to 1911, then went to duty as As- 
sistant to the Inspector of Ordnance 
and Engineering Material, General 
Electric Co., Schenectady, N. Y. In 
1911, after a tour of duty as assistant 
to the senior engineer of the USS 
Florida, he was ordered as senior en- 
gineer officer of the USS Jupiter, then 
fitting out at the Navy Yard, Mare Is- 
land, Calif. After three years’ service 
in this capacity, he was ordered to the 
Bureau of Engineering, Navy Depart- 
ment, where he served until 1919. In 
1916, he was designated for engineering 
duty only. As a commander, he served 
from 1919 to 1921 as aide on the 
staff and fleet engineer officer of the 
Commander.-in-Chief, Pacific Fleet. 
From 1921 to 1926, Captain Robinson 
was on duty in the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing, Navy Department, acting during 
the major part of this time as officer 
in charge of the design section of the 
bureau. In March, 1927, Capt. Robin- 
son was ordered to duty as manager of 
the Navy Yard, Puget Sound, Wash- 
ington, where he has been serving to 
date. 





Disposal of Buildings 


PUBLIC buildings and improvements 

on land are real estate and except 
in certain authorized instances cannot 
be disposed of without specific author- 
ity of Congress. This is the gist of 
War Department Circular No. 9, Feb. 
23, 1931, published pending changes in 
AR 20-1425. 

When permanent buildings or im- 
provements have become unserviceable 
and can not be kept in repair at a 
reasonable cost, or when they occupy 
ground required for authorized new 
buildings they will be entered on a 
separate inventory and brought before 
an inspector for his action. This will 
then be transmitted to the Quarter- 
master General with the recommenda- 
tion of the Corps Area commander or 
Chief of Air Corps, Chemical Warfare 
Service, Engineers, Ordnance, Chief 
Signal Officer, or Surgeon General who 
will upon final approval of the Secre- 
tary of War, issue instructions for the 
disposal. 

Salyage of temporary buildings is 
permitted under authority of the same 
officers listed above when the struc- 
tures occupy sites on which new con- 
struction is to be undertaken; when by 
change of layout plans they have or 
will become flying hazards; when no 
longer required for military service, 
the material in which is required for 
other use; when badly damaged by fire, 
Storm or collapse; when they have be- 
come fire hazards or nuisances or when 
buildings or improvements occupy 
grounds in front of completed new bar- 
racks or quarters or those in process 
of construction, or occupying such 
Places as parade grounds between bar- 
racks and quarters.

5 ne ag the first year’s 
‘a Program was adopt- 
ed by Golaben yesterday when con- 
ferees of the 1932 Navy Appropriation 
Bill agreed to a $10,000,000 item for 
starting construction on eleven de- 
stroyers. 

The conference’s report was accepted 
immediately by the House. 

Other items in dispuate were decided 
by the conferees as follows: 

The amendment allowing the 
commission of all of the graduates 
of the 1931 Class at the Naval 
Academy was adopted. 

The provision allowing graded 
retirement for non-commissioned 
graduates of the Naval Academy 
was allowed. 

The number of appointees to the 
Naval Academy was reduced from 
4 to 3 for each member of Con- 
gress. 

The sum allowed for experi- 
mentation with metal-craft air- 
ship was reduced from $220,000 to 
$75,000. ‘ 
The Senate passed the bill, Feb. 21, 

after a threatened filibuster blew over. 

The measure was under consideration 
for two days, being delayei by con- 
ference reports and other matters for 
which preferred status was either in 
order or asked. Proponents of the 
soldiers’ bonus measure, in addition, 
were attempting to hold up passage of 
the Navy bill, with a view of forcing 
the President if he vetoed it, to return 
the bonus bill to Congress in time to 
allow it to be passed over his veto. 
Senator Reed, however, forestalled any 
such dilatory tactics by communicating 
a message from the President to the 
effect that the bonus bill would be re- 
turned in time, and the supply bill was 
finally approved by the Senate. 

All of the committee amendments 
were adopted by the Senate. In ad- 
dition, Senator Hale, who was in charge 
of the bill, proposed several amend- 
ments which the appropriations com- 
mittee had approved after reporting 
the measure to the Senate. They were 
all adopted. One of these provides for 
the commussio: ..- vi am o1 the gradu- 
ates of the 1931 Naval Academy class. 
It reads as follows: 

Commissioning of 1931 N. A. Class 

On page 25, line 24, after the word 
“law,” insert: Provided further, That 
the President of the United States, by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, is hereby authorized to appoint 
as ensigns in the line of the Navy all 
midshipmen who graduate’ from the 
Naval Academy in the year 1931; but 
if the number so commussionéd should 
exceed the total number of officers of 
the line of the Navy authorized by ex- 
isting law, the excess shall be carried 
in the grades of lieutenant -(junior 
grade) or ensign. 

Senator Lalotiette, R. of Wisc., made 
a point of order against the amendment 
on the ground that it was legislation in 
an appropriation bill, but later with- 
drew it stating that he did not “want 
te do an injustice to these young men 
who have spent four years in the aca- 
demy at Annopolis.” 

Senator Hale made the following 
statement in regard to the amendment: 
Authorized Strength of Navy 
“Mr. rresident, the purpose of this 
amendment is to make it possible to 
commission all members of the class 
ef 1981 who graduate from the Naval 

Academy. 

“Unless this legislation is adopted 
about 174 of these midshipmen may be 
denied commissions this year, depend- 
ing upon a decision of the Attorney 
General of the United States as to what 
constitutes the total authorized enlisted 
strength of the Navy, on which the 
number of officers of the Navy is based. 

“Under existing law this total au- 
thorized strength has always heretofore 
been based on 131,485 men of the Navy, 
plus 6,000 apprentice seamen. In 1918 
there were temporarily added to the en- 
listed men of the Navy 14,000 men for 
trade schools. 

“No legislation since that time has 
been enacted changing the law provid- 
ing for these men, and the question has 
come up and has not yet been decided 
by the Attorney General as to whether 
these 14,000 men for the trade schools 
should not be added to the 137,000 al- 
may included in the authorized en-

“The proposition to commission these 
ensigns has been submitted to the Bu- 
reau of the Budget and recommended 
by it in a legislative bill, H. R. 14991, 
which is now before the House of Rep- 
resentatives.

Retiremento fNon-Academy Graduates 

Another amendment approved by the 
Senate provides that commissioned of- 
ficers of the Navy, who are not gradu- 
ates of the Naval Academy, may be re- 
tired. The amendment and explana- 
tion by Senator Hale appear below: 

On page 25, line 24, after the word 
“law,” it is proposed to insert the fol- 
lowing: 

Provided further, That any officer, 
other than commissioned warrant or 
warrant officers, commissioned in the 
line of the Navv from sources other than 
the Naval Academy, may, upon his own 
application, in the discretion of the 
President, be retired from active service 
and placed upon the retired list with 
retired pay at the rate of 2% per cent 
of his active-duty pay multiplied by 
the number of years of service for 
which entitled to credit in computation 
of his pay on the active list, not to ex- 
ceed a total of 75 per cent of said ac- 
tive-duty pay. 

Mr- Hale. “Mr. President, the purpose 
of this amendment, which I have also 
been instructed by the committee to 
offer on the floor, is to provide fair 
treatment to certain former commis- 
sioned warrant, warrant officers, and 
enlisted men of the Navy, and reserve 
officers who, shortly after the close 
of the war, were given line commissions 
in the Navy. 

“I have heretofore referred to these 
officers this afternoon. 

“There are about 628 of these men 
now in the service, none of whom have 
as yet risen above the rank of lieu- 
tenant.. About 1,000 of them were men 
appointed shortly after the war, but 
attrition has now brought down the 
number to 628. These men will shortly 
come up for promotion and due to their 
lack of basic naval education it is esti- 
mated by the department that not more 
than 25 per cent of these men will make 
the grade for promotion. In that event 
those who were formerly of commis- 
sioned warrant and warrant rank will 
revert to their former status, and the 
enlisted men and reserve officers will go

(S) Quarters—Rental al- 
lowance—Paramount shore duty. 

The temporary duty rendered on 
shore which the Navy Department may 
determine to be paramount duty which 
the officer is required to render at sea 
for the purpose of rental allowance is 
actual duty and not the passive duty 
of a patient in hospital; and a deter- 
mination that an officer undergoing 
treatment in hospital is performing 
duty paramount to duty which he is 
required to render at sea will not en- 
title the officer to rental allowance. 

A-35108. (S) Traveling expenses— 
Subsistence—Air Travel. 

Travel on official business may be 

rformed by airplane if the cost to 

e Government does not exceed the 
cost of railroad fare, plus Pullman fare 
when length of journey would author- 
ize the use of Pullman accommodations, 
less land-grant deductions when applic- 
able. 9 Comp. Gen. 354. When there is 
available train service leaving at ap- 
proximately the same time which 
would not require the use of Pullman 
berth, the cost of chair only will be al- 
lowed.

Pass Construction Bills 


C“ONSTRUCTION of a new gymna- 
sium, service club, theater and li- 
brary at Plattsburg Barracks, N. Y., 
was authorized by Congress this week, 
with the passage of H. R. 15071. 

Senator Reed, on Feb. 24, requested 
and secured unanimous consent for the 
consideration of the bill and it was 
passed. Earlier in the week it had 
been passed by the House. Funds to 
construct the building, to cost $150,- 
000, which will replace the one destroy- 
ed by fire last year, were included in 
the second deficiency bill, and construc- 
tion is expected to start in the near 
future. 

Two other Army construction bills 
were passed Feb. 24. Authorization 
for a hangar at Tucson Field, Arizona, 
was contained in one of these, while 
the other provides for the construction 
of a sea-wall, a water-main, and a 
quartermaster warehouse at Selfridge 
Field, Mich.

Ordnance Activities 

PROCUREMENT authority has 
A been issued for the purchase from 
the International Flare-Signal Com- 
pany, who were the lowest bidders, of 
34 Pyrotechnic Projectors (Pistols). 
170 Detachable Barrels for Signals for 
use with the Pyrotechnic Projector, 
1700 Signals for use with the Detach- 
able Barrels, 75 Detachable Barrels for 
Flares, for use with the Pyrotechnic 

Projector, and 800 Flares for use with 
the Detachable Barrels for Flares. 
These will be used in an extensive ser- 
vice test by the various Air Corps 
units. Additional pistols, signals and 
parrels for same are being procured 
for test by the Cavalry. 

Loading of time fuses has started at 
the Picatinny Arsenal. The plant and 
facilities for this work have been com- 
pletely revised to suit a production of 
approximately 800 fuses per day. 
Loading operations and those on loaded 
fuses are all conducted in conditioned 
atmosphere. : 

Investigation of the various types of 
sieves called for in Army _ specifica- 
tions has been started with a view to 
coordinating the requirements with the 
various branches so that a uniform 
standard may be used by the whole 
War Department. 

In order to expedite the acceptance 
of ammunition and thus relieve the 
complete round storage situation at 
Picatinny Arsenal there has been in- 
stituted the forwarding of telegraphic 
reports from the Proving Ground to 
the Ordnance Officer, giving lot num- 
bers of acceptable ammunition. This 
office, in turn, wires acceptance to the 
arsenal if results warrant it. 

An important financial decision has 
been made to the effect that on all 
manufacturing orders the procurement 
authority will bear the cost of handling 
charges on components at Field Serv- 
ice depots which are to be shipped to 
the arsenal for use on the order. Here- 
tofore the procurement authority has 
only borne the transportation costs, 
handling charges being taken from the 
general Field Service allotment for this 
purpose. 

Work has been completed on a study 
of the relative efficiency of aluminum 
and magnesium in pyrotechnic com- 
positions. It was found that magne- 
sium gives higher candlepowers but 
only at the expense of a higher rate of 
burning of the compositions. The 
choice between the two in a particular 
case thus depends on the use to which 
the composition is to be applied, i.e. 
whether time of burning of a flare or 
signal can be sacrificed for higher in- 
tensity of the light. 

With the rehabilitation project near- 
ing completion, the work being . done 
in the loading plant has been increased 
tremendously. The prospective orders 
for the coming year would indicate 
that this department will be carrying 
on in the near future more loading 
operations than at any previous time 
in the history of the arsenal. 

A study has been made of the rela- 
tion between temperature and humidity 
conditions during the blending of 
smokeless powder and the development 
of static electricity on the powder 
grains. It was found that FNH pow- 
der does not develop static as readily 
as the standard nitrocellulose powder. 

A method. for determining the sta- 
bility of double base small arms pow- 
der has been developed to replace the 
135 degree C. Heat Test used at pres- 
ent. It has long been decognized that 
135 degrees C. is too high a tempera- 
ture to use in testing nitroglycerine 
nitrocellulose powders. The new meth- 
od is to be employed in conjunction 
with the 135 degrees C. Heat Test un- 
til their relative suitability is definitely 
established. 

Automotive Materiel 

The request of the Chief of Field Ar- 
tillery that prime movers of both the 
convertible and track-laying type, 
capable of towing a 3-ton load on one 
axle, be developed, was referred to the 
Adjutant General with the recom- 
mendation that pending the outcome of 
development of the convertible type, ef- 
forts in this direction be confined to 
the tracklaying type and that funds be 
made available for the development 
work. The Adjutant General decided 
that additional funds would not be 
made available for any development of 
Prime movers in this class until the 
convertible type chassis being develop- 
ed for the Cavalry is completed and 
Service tested. If this type is success- 
ful the allocation of all available funds 
for procurement of this type is con- 
templated.

The Chief of Coast Artillery concurred

Nat. Guard “Cornet” 
THE federal recognition of Frederick 
Collins Wheeler as “Cornet” in 
Headquarters Troop, 52nd Cavalry 
Brigade, Pennsylvania National Guard, 
popularly known as “First Troop, Phil- 
adelphia City Cavalry,” is an unusual 
operation, as this is the only cornet 
- authorized for any component of the 

American Army- 

Cornet Wheeler succeeds John C. 
Groome, jr., who has recently. been pro- 
moted to 2nd lieutenant in the same 
organization, having been cornet since 
April 4, 1928. 

As ist lieutenant, 6th Regiment, 
United States Marine Corps, 2nd Divis- 
ion, Cornet Wheeler was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Cross for con- 
spicuous bravery near Bouresches, 
France, June 5, 1918, when, although 
twice wounded, he refused to evacuate 
until wounded a third time and even 
then endeavored to return to his com- 
mand. He was also awarded the Navy 
Cross and the French Croix de Guerre 
with Palm. After the World War he 
enlisted in the Headquarters Troop and 
has been serving as Ist sergeant. 


A cornet is authorized for this troop 
under the National Defense Act, which 
provides that any organization in ex- 
istence May 8, 1792, shall be allowed 
to retain its “ancient privileges.” This 
proviso was in the original militia law 
of May 8, 1792, and has been continued 
ever since. 


As the ancestor unit of the Head- 
quarters Troop was in existence on that 
date and at that time was authorized 
a cornet in addition to other officers, 
this right has continued to the present. 
This troop is also authorized to carry 
an additional guidon at ceremonies, 
which is a replica of the original stan- 
dard presented in 1775 by its first cap- 
tain, Abram Maroke. This standard 
had a union of 13 alternate blue and 
white stripes and is believed to be the 
first instance where 13 stripes repre- 
senting the thirteen colonies appeared 
on any flag. 


A cornet in the Cavalry corresponds 
to the ensign formerly common in the 
infantry, both officers being the stand- 
ard or color bearers in their respective 
organizations. The Cavalry standard 
was formerly called a “cornet,” and the 
infantry colors an “ensign,” hence the 
title of the officers whose duty it was 
to carry them.

Sunnyvale Base Start 


NITIAL action on the construction of 

the West Coast Airship Base at Sun- 
nyvale, Calif., was taken this week 
when Lt. Comdr Edward L. Marshall, 
CEC, USN, was ordered to Sunnyvale 
as officer-in-charge of construction. 

This airship base, which will cost ap- 
proximately $5,000,000.00, has been au- 
thorized and initial funds for the work 
included in the second deficiency bill. 
The site for the base is being donated 
by the Chambers of Commerce of San 
Francisco and the surrounding cities 
and will comprise approximately 1,000 
acres of level land at Sunnyvale, which 
is located at the south end of San 
Francisco Bay, approximately 38 miles 
from San Francisco. Negotiations for 
the transfer of the land are being car- 
ried to a conclusion and plans for the 
hangar and for other important parts 
of the work are now actively in prog- 
ress. It is expected that the project 
for the hangar will be advertised as 
soon as the title of the land passes to 
the government. 
Contracts for test borings and test 
piles at the site and for the erection 
of a field office will be let at once, and 
following the placing of contract for 
the hangar other projects will be ad- 
vertised as rapidly as possible cover- 
ing the other buildings and miscellan- 
eous construction involved. In addi- 
tion to the hangar there will be bar- 
racks, mess halls, officers’ quarters, ad- 
ministration and recreation buildings, a 
dispensary, power plant, helium repuri- 
fication plant, and numerous storage 
and shop buildings. 
Comdr. Marshall will remain on the 
west coast for about two months and 
then return to Washington for a short 
period before going back to the site to 
take charge of the construction work.

Mr. Davidson’s Address 

Extracts from Mr. Davidson’s ad- 
dress follow: 

In the same way that the automobile 
truck and the railroad have played a 
vital role in the building up of our 
farming and manufatturing sections, 
the airplane is unquestionably destined 
to have its effect on the future. The 
thing to do is to prepare for the ad- 
yent of that day. 

Of the 1,114 airports in this country 
550, or almost half, are municipal 
fields. These figures are significant, 
for municipal ownership of airports 
provides many advantages over the 
privately owned airport, with particu- 
lar reference to financing and planning 
and regulatory powers. 

With but few exceptions the munic- 
ipally owned field is larger and is bet- 
ter equipped than the commercial air- 
port. The reason for this is that when 
a city decides to go ahead with such a 
project, public pride, combined with the 
eity’s resources, usually demands a 
suitable location and facilities that are 
in keeping with the traditions of that 
community. The power of condemna- 
tion enables the city government to 
acquire the site that it desires. Zoning 
laws permit it to regulate development 
in the surrounding areas so as not to 
interfere with the flying, and the re- 
sult usually is a field that meets the 
requirements of the Department of 
Commerce with respect to equipment, 
design and approaches. 

Needs Public Aid 

Furthermore, in these days when avi- 
ation is a new industry, air transporta- 
tion needs assistance from public agen- 
cies. In Europe the governments di- 
rectly subsidize their air lines. That is 
not an American policy, but it does 
seem to me sound, that just as the 
Government maintains aids to naviga- 
tion for shipping purposes and just as 
highways are provided for motor trans- 
portation, the municipality should pro- 
vide airport facilities. 

It is estimated that the value of air- 


$115,000,000, the 550 municipal air- 
ports representing a total investment 
of about $58,000,000, and the 564 com- 
mercial fields about $57,000,000. 

During this particular time when 
public construction is playing such an 
important part in solving the problems 
cf unemployment, the cities might well 
give consideration to improving the 
facilities above referred to and in that 
way increase the potential economic 
value of the airplane in advancing the 
i:terests, from the commercial stand- 
point, of the particular cities involved. 

Aid to National Defense 

In making these contributions there 
is an aspect other than that of com- 
mercial development—there is a true 
and important aid to the national de- 
fense. Airports are just as essential 
for military aircraft as they are for 
commercial, and their value will be 
given a very thorough test this Spring 
when some 670 Army planes are con- 
centrated in the East for tactical ex- 
ercises. In order that these planes may 
be able to function, it will be neces- 
Sary to make extensive use of airports 
in the localities where the mimic bat- 
tles are to be staged. The Army main- 
tains landing fields only for training 
purposes and for use of military air- 
eraft at their permanent home stations. 
In time of war those landing. fields 
might never be used for tactical pur- 
Poses and we would have to rely on 
facilities provided by other agencies in 
time of peace, just as the ground Army 
would utilize to a very large extent 
the rail, water and highway systems 
ordinarily used for commercial pur- 
poses—so that, from the military stand- 
point, New York cities, with few ex- 
ceptions. have. by reason of their ap- 
Preciation of the importance of bring- 
Ing air traffic to their borders, con- 
Stroeted a military airway. 





Report Army Bills 
"THIRTEEN Army bills, most of them 

authorizing construction at various 
posts, were reported to the House by 
the Military Affairs Committee follow- 
ing the last two meetings of that body 
to be held during this Congress. 

One of these measures, H. J. Res. 
472, reported Feb. 24, would allow a 
bequest to the museum and library in 
the office of the Surgeon General to be 
accepted. Another extends the pro- 
visions of the Army and Navy Nurses’ 
disability retirement act to include two 
nurses who were excluded from its 
benefits by decision of the Comptroller 
General. A similar bill has already. 
passed the Senate. 

Acquisition of 47 acres as an addi- 
tion to Langley Field would be author- 
ized by H. R. 10370, reported by the 
committee. Another bill, H. R. 17142, 
would allow $54,500 now authorized 
for construction of officers’ quarters at 
Ft. Snelling, Minn., to be spent for a 
moving picture theater. 

Other measures reported were: H. R. 
14912, to authorize construction at 
Randolph Field, Tex.; H. R. 3593, to 
authorize funds for a target range at 
Ft. Ethan Allen, Vt.; H. R. 15493, au- 
thorizing the lease of land at Little 
Rock, Ark., Air Depot; H. R. 17166, 
for construction of a laundry building 
at Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Ind.; H. R. 
15768, for the acquisition of 75 acres 
at Ft. Ringgold; H. R. 15770, author- 
izing $35,000 for the restoration of old 
Ft. Niagara, N. Y.; H. R. 11102, to 
acquire timber rights at the Gigling 
Field Artillery Target Range in Cali- 
fornia; H. R. 7505, authorizing $84,000 
for a sea wall at Ft. Randolph, C. Z.; 
H. R. 10884, to obtain a right of 
way at Ft. Bragg, N. Y.; and-H. R. 
8158, authorizing an exchange of land 
at Ft. Wayne.

To Test Aeetl Sub 


HE Navy Department has granted | 
sponsors of the Wilkins-Ellsworth 
sub-polar Arctic expedition. permission 
to operate the expedition’s submarine 
Nautilus, formerly USS 0-12, in the 
+ igs Se the Navy’s submarine base, 
New London, Conn.,' during submerg- 
ence tests in March. 

Permission was granted by Rear 
Adm. John Halligan, acting Chief of 
Naval Operations, upon request of Sir 
Hubert Wilkins and Mr. Sloan Dan- 
nenhower who visited the Navy Depart- 
ment Feb.-26, 1931. 

The tests to be held in the vicinity 
of New London will be made by the 
Nautilus after arrangements have been 
completed with Capt. Wilson Brown, 
USN, commanding the Navy’s Subma- 
rine Base at that point, in order to 
preclude interference with the opera- 
tion-of naval submarines regularly sta- 
tioned there. 


‘ Seeond Deficiency Bill 


ADDING $10,872,378.61 for naval 
and military expenditures, the Sen- 
ate passed the second deficiency bill, 
Feb. 26. The measure, now thrown 
into conference between the House and 
Senate, carries $15,493,975.35 for the 
services, exclusive of non-military ex- 
penditures under the War Department. 
Ten million dollars was added by the 
Senate Appropriations Committee and 
approved by the Senate for the com- 
mencement of modernization work on 
the battleships New Mexico, Missis- 
sippi, and Idaho. The sum of $150,- 
000 was included by the Senate for 
improving the shipbuilding ways at the 
Navy Yard, Charleston, S. C., an item 
that was included in the budget esti- 
mates but eliminated in the House. 

Contsruction of Army buildings in 
Porto Rico, authorized by the Act of 
Feb. 25, 1925, will be carried out with 
$188,850, inserted by the Senate, to be 
available until expended. Other Senate 
amendments pertaining to the military 
activities of the Army were: $73,528.61 
for paving a road across Ft. Sill, 
Okla.; and $15,000 for repairing docks 
at Ft. Sereven, Ga. 

Funds for construction of a service 
club at Plattsburg Barracks N. Y. to 
cost $150,000 was added to the bill, as 
well as $53,000 for a hangar at Tuscon 
Field, Ariz., and $142,000 for construc- 
tion at Selfridge Field, Mich. 

Appropriations in the bill for the 
following projects have been approved 
by both houses of Congress and will 
not be considered by the conferees: 

The amount for military activities 
includes $15,000 for The Judge Advo- 
cate General’s office for salaries and 
expenses in connection with patent 
claims under the settlement of war 
claims act of 1928, $18,757 for The Ad- 
jutant General’s office to commence 
work on assembling, classifying, and 
indexing the military personnel records 
of the World War, for which an ap- 
propriation of $250,000 is provided in 
the War Department appropriation 
bill for 1932, $743,000 for technical 
construction, preparation of landing 
fields, etc., at the Army Air Field, 
Alameda, Calif., and $453,000, together 
with the reappropriation of $803,000 
for improvements and facilities at the 
Marin County Air Field, Calif. 

Under the Militia Bureau the sum 
of $488,000 is recommended for camps 
of instruction and field training with 
the National Guard and $505,000 for 
pay of the guard for armory drills, 
these two sums being necessitated by a 
greater attendance at camps and at 
armory drills than was possible to an- 
ticipate. 

The naval appropriation includes an 
item of $50,000 for completion of 
quarters, naval station, Coco Solo, 
Canal Zone; $199,556 for additional ex- 
penses of the Marine Corps, made nec- 
essary by the maintenance of expedi- 
tionary forces in Nicaragua and 
China; $30,000 for repairs to hospitals, 
schools, roads, and other public works 
damaged in American Samoa by a ty- 
phoon in January of this year; and 
$2,200,000 for, commencement of con- 
struction at the Naval lighter-than-air 
base near Sunnyvale, Calif., as au- 
thorized by the act of Feb. 12, 1931. 
In addition to the direct appropriation 
of $2,200,000 authority is granted to 
the Secretary of the Navy to incur ob- 
ligations toward the improvements at 
such base of $1,800,000. The appro- 
priation contains a restriction upon the 
use of the money contingent upon the 
acquirement of title by donation of not 
less than 1,000 acres of land and fur- 
ther limitation that the amounts ex- 
pended for construction of quarters 
for commissioned oficers shall not cost 
in excess of the limits fixed by law for 
quarters for commissioned officers of

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Merchant Marine Notes 

E Shipping Board, in a statement 

issued Feb. 20 by its chairman, T. 
V. O’Connor, announced the names of 
four men selected as tentative mem- 
bers of a new board of directors for 
the United States Lines and took oc- 
casion to say that the board not only 
interposed no objection to the men 
named but “felt that the United States 
Lines would be fortunate in obtaining 
such an able directorate.” 

The statement issued by Mr- O’Con- 
nor follows: 

Negotiations incident to the adjust- 
ment of the construction loan granted 
by the Shipping Board to the United 
States Lines, Inc., purchasers of the 
Board’s North Atlantic passenger serv- 
ice, were concluded today upon the 
agreement, on the part of the New 
York Shipbuilding Company, to pro- 
ceed on sday next with the con- 
struction of the two large passenger 
liners now being built for the United 
States Lines. 

P. W. Chapman, president of the 
United States Lines, advised the Board 
that he had requested Ira A. Campbell, 
Robert L. Hague, Edward N. Hurley 
and Franklin D. Mooney to serve on 
the board of directors under the new 
organization plan of the United States 
Lines, and submitted these names to 
the Shipping Board for approval. The 
Shipping Board interposed no objection 
but felt that the United States Lines 
would be fortunate in obtaining such 
an able directorate. 





The Shipping Board has granted ad- 
ditional loans of $400,000 and $169,340 
to the Dollar Steamship lines and the 
Agwi Navigation Company, respect- 
ively, for the installation of equipment 
on vessels now being built for these 
companies, the Board has announced. 

The Ford Motor Company has been 
granted permission by the Board to 
convert a lake-type vessel into a diesel 
motor ship. Agreements among vari- 
ous shipping lines regarding billing ar- 
rangements, routes and rates also have 
been approved by the Board, according 
to the announcement. 

The establishment of merchant ma- 
rine schools at seven additional cities is 
favored by the Secretary of the Navy, 
Charles Francis Adams, in a letter to 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs, 
reporting on HR12342. 

Although expressing disapproval of 
some features of the bill, which amends 
the act authorizing the establishment of 
such schools, the Secretary said the in- 
clusion of the ports of Augusta, Ga., 
New Orleans, Newport News and 
Biloxi, Miss., is favored by the Depart- 
ment. 

The Secretary, however, objected to 
the provision of, the bill limiting Fed- 

expenditures to not more than 
$25,000 for the purpose of aiding in the 
maintenance and support of the schools 
and covering the cost of alteration, 
maintenance, repair and upkeep of 
naval vessels furnished under authority 
of the act- 





To Study Shipping Finance 

‘THE Shipping Board has approved a 

plan of its Bureau of Finance for 
a comprehensive study of Shipping 
Finance. The Board had already un- 
dertaken measures for development of 
a Merchant Marine through its study 
of operating factors, cargo movements, 
and of traffic conferences and agree- 
ments; it has provided for technical de- 
velopment, and for experiments de- 
signed to produce modern and efficient 
equipment, and it has also provided 
means for an increase in shipbuilding.

OL. T. M. T. Raborg, the Executive 

' Secretary of the Army and Navy 
Club of America in New York, has re- 
ceived from General Gouraud of the 
French Army, who is the Military 
Governor of Paris, a letter saying that 
on the recommendation of General 


Gouraud the French Minister of War 
has gladly given authority for tempor- 
ary exchange of membership between 
the American and French Military 
Clubs for officers who are members of 
the respective clubs and whose names 
also appear on the list of regular or 
reserve officers of their country. 
* An American officer who fulfills the 
above conditions and who is passing 
through Paris can obtain admission to 
the Cercle Militaire de Paris by pre- 
senting to the American Military At- 
tache in Paris a letter from the Ameri- 
can Club in New York. This letter, 
if it bears the approval of our military 
attache at Paris, will be presented to 
the Paris Club. 

This is the first time the celebrated 
French Club has extended on so broad 
a scale temporary membership privi- 
leges to offigers of a foreign country. 
In his letter to the Secretary of 
Army and Navy Club of America, Gen. 
Gouraud says, “The War Minister con- 
siders that this understanding between 
the two clubs will not fail to draw 
closer together the ties of friendship 
contracted on the battlefields of the 
Great War between the Army of the 
United States and the French Army.” 

Following is a translation of the let- 
ter received by Col. Raborg: 

General Gouraud, 

Military Governor of Paris, 

President of the Cercle National des 
Armees de Terre, de Mer et de 
l’Air; 

To Col. Raborg, 

Executive Secretary, 

“Army and Navy Club of America,” 

New York City, U. S. A. 

Mr. Executive Secretary:—The au- 
thorization of the Minister of War be- 
ing necessary in this circumstance, I 
have submitted to him the proposals 
contained in your letter of October 
17 last, concerning the admission to 
the “Cercle National des Armees de 
Terre, de Met et de l’Air” of the mem- 
bers of the “Army and Navy Club of 
America” traveling through Paris, as 
well as the reciprocity granted to the 
Members of the Cercle Militaire de 
Paris, passing through New York who 
would be admitted to the “Army and 
Navy Club of America.” 

The War Minister considers that this 
understanding between the two clubs 
will not fail to give the happiest re- 
sults and would contribute to draw 
closer together the ties of friendship 
contracted on the battlefields of the 
Great War between the Army of the 
United States and the French Army. 

He has, therefore, given the neces- 
sary authorization stipulating only 
that, to be admitted to the “Cercle 
Militaire de Paris” the members of the 
“Army and Navy Club of America” in 
New York, should appear regularly on 
the lists of officers of the Active and 
Reserve Armies of Land, Sea and Air 
of the United States. 

To that end, it will be sufficient that 
the requests of the members of the 
“Army and Navy Club of Amreica” in 
New York fulfilling those conditions, 
be, after having received your approval, 
presented to the General, Military At- 


tache to the American Embassy in | 


Paris, who has accepted to ratify them. 

Once this formality performed, the 
members of your Club will only have 
to go to the secretary’s office of the 
Cerele Militaire de Paris (2, Avenue 
Portalis, Ville Arr.) to be admitted to 
this club. 

I have the honor to propose to you 
in return, that the requests of admis- 
sion made by the members of the Cer- 
cle Militaire de Paris, after having 
been approved by the manager of this 
club, be submitted to the Mili At- 
tache at the French Embassy in Wash- 
ington who will ratify them. These 
members would be admitted to the 
club of New York on presentation of 
their request of admission so approved. 

I will be very grateful to you if you 
would let me know if these disposi- 
tions are agreeable to you. 

In the affirmative, they will imme- 
diately come into force.

Re-plan Naval Districts 


For the purpose of facilitating joint 
planning and joint action of the 
Army and Navy, the War and Navy 
Departments, upon recommendation of 
the Joint Army and Navy Board, have 
agreed to make certain readjustments 
in the boundaries of the Army Corps 
Areas and the Naval Districts to bring 
them more closely in agreement. 

In accordance with this agreement, 
Secretary of the Navy Charles Francis 
Adams has approved a change in the 
boundaries between the Fifth Naval 
District (headquarters, Norfolk) and 
the Sixth Naval District (headquar- 
ters, Charleston), by which the state 
of North Carolina, except that portion 
which lies between Albemarle Sound 
and the sea, is transferred frém the 
Fifth to the Sixth Naval District. 

Certain minor adjustments also have 
been made for the same reason between 
the First Naval District (headquarters, 
Boston) and the Third Naval District 
(headquarters, New York), and by the 
War Department, between the First 
and Second Corps Areas.

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Fleet Maneuver Lessons 


AVIATION: unsupported by capital 
ships, is ineffective as a defense 
against an attacking force of battle- 
ships, is the conclusion reached by 
Adm. W. V. Pratt, Chief of Opera- 
tions, and Rear Adm. Joseph M. 
‘Reeves, Commander Carrier Division, 
U. S. Fleet, in charge of the aircraft 
squadrons of the fleet, as a result of 
jessons learned by the war problem just 
completed by the United States Fleet 
in Panama waters. 

Reports received from Adm. Pratt 
regarding the lessons learned from 
Fleet Problem 12 were summarized by 
the Navy Department is follows: 

1. The consensus of opinion is that 
air attacks were of less value as means 
of defense against approaching fleets 
than has been expected and that it 
would be impossible to successfully re- 
sist a descent on our coasts without 
battleship strength and auxiliary sur- 
face vessels in sufficient numbers to 
constitute a balanced fleet. 

2. Blue, with only air power at his 
disposal, could inflict serious damage to 
the Black convoy, but he could not 
withstand its steady advance when sup- 
ported by battleship power. 

3. If Blue had had superior battle- 
ship power he could have moved with 
determination against the Black con- 
voy and annihilated it. 

4. Black was handicapped by a 
greatly inferior air force but he was 
strengthened by complete superiority in 
battleships. With this battleship su- 
periority Black was strong enough to 
successfully move his convoy across the 
ocean despite Blue’s powerful air op- 
position against this movement, and 
this battleship superiority enabled 
Black to continue toward the bases he 
had selected and to bring his convoys 
into these bases. This was the most 
difficult part of Black’s task and was 
successfully accomplished. 

5. The convoys would undobtedly 
have been damaged by Blue’s air at- 
tacks but they were still vastly effec- 
tive. On the other hand, if Blue had 
had at his command battleship power 
equal or superior to that of Black, the 
convoy’s movement could not have been 
made, irrespective of what. Black’s air 
power might have been, because the 
battleship is to a high degree immune 
against light bombing attacks and has 
powerful defense against heavy bomb- 
ing attacks. 

6. After the convoys reached their 
bases Black would have had a tactical 
freedom which he did not enjoy during 
the approach. The subsequent phases 
would have been of an offensive nature 
against the aircraft carriers which 
were still threatening the convoys. 

7. The inevitable conclusion is that 
without battleship strength we are 
powerless to prevent a major hostile 
movement across the ocean which may 
at will of the enemy take unto itself 
the character of a raid or of an occupa- 
tion of territory. U.S. Fleet Problem 
No. 12 has proved conclusively to Ad- 
miral Pratt’s mind that the battleship 
is still the backbone of the fleet. 

Reports from Adm. Reeves, regard- 
ing the legsons learned from Fleet 
Problem XII are summarized by the 
Navy Department as follows: 

1. Fleet Problem XII represented an 
action between an attacking force 
strong in battleships but weak in air- 
craft and a defending force strong in 
aircraft but weak in battleships. This 
problem confirmed lessons of previous 
dissimilar problems and in Adm. 
Reeves’ opinion clearly and conclusively 
proved: 

(a) That the air force alone cannot 
stop the advance of battleships and pre- 
vent them from carrying out landing 
operations: 

(b) That battleships and air forces 
operating together increase the effec- 
tiveness of each other; 

(c) That battleships and air forces 
are mutually dependent; 

(d) That battleship design is direct- 
ly affected by air force in the matter 
of gun range by making gun fire effec- 
tive at greater range due to the assist- 
ance of airplane observation. 

2. The accomplishments of the de- 
fending air force was the maximum 
that could be expected under similar 
conditions in either peace or war. The 
air operations were accompanied by un- 
usual good fortune and the defending 
forces were enabled to deliver one ef- 
fective bombing attack against the con- 
voy before it reached port. 

3. The two defending carriers were 
hampered in their movements by lack 
of adequate battleship protection 
against gun fire and several times bar@ 
ly escaped destruction. Twice during 
the problem the carriers would have 
been destroyed by battleship gun fire 
if the battleships had had a sufficient 


air force for adequately controlling 


. 








this long range gun fire. The carriers 
escaped by steaming away at high 
speed. Escape by this method while 
operating planes is a procedure that 
can be followed for only a limited pe- 
riod. 

4.In two days’ operations the 
strength of the defending air force in 
both planes and bombs was reduced by 
about one-half, and when the problem 
ended the air strength was approach- 
ing exhaustion in airplanes, bombs and 
fuel for both carriers and planes. 

5. Despite the successful air opera- 
tions and the damage inflicted on the 
convoy, the maximum efforts of the 
air force had no effect upen the steady 
advance of the attacking fleet. 

Dispatches Received 
From Adm. William V. Pratt, Feb. 


“Thus far, the fleet problem being 
staged has revealed two outstanding 
points: first, the necessity for cruisers, 
and especially those of the flying-deck 
type; and second, the justification under 
favorable conditions of the lighter-than- 
aircraft as shown by the use of the 


Los Angele.” 

From Adm- Jehu V. Chase, Feb. 19: 

“The Blue Fieet left Panama on 
Monday night on receipt of word that 
the enemy (Black) was advancing to- 
ward the Central American coast. 
Both air and surface patrols were es- 
tablished in order to detect his ap- 
proach. The arrangements were such 
that all courses to probable bases on 
coast were covered. Contacts were 
made by both aircraft and surface ves- 
sels on Wednesday. After these con- 
tacts had been sufficiently developed it 
became apparent that the enemy forces 
were divided with the intention of 
gaining two objectives from which to 
direct further attacks on Blue shore 
possessions. This called for the as- 
semblage of Blue forces into groups 
large enough to combat each of the 
enemy’s forces. Bombing attacks by 
aireraft during the day and torpedo at- 
tacks by submarines and destroyers 
both day and night have occurred dur- 
ing the last 48 hours. The enemy 
forces have been unable to shake off 
the trailing Blue cruisers and destroy- 
ers. It is most likely that very shortly 
clashes between major units of the op- 
posing fleets may be expected and a 
general engagement result.” 

From Adm. Jehu V. Chase, Feb. 20: 

“Late Thursday afternoon the enemy 
(Black Fleet) succeeded in seizing a 
base at Port Culebra (northwestern 
coast. of Costa Rica) and began im- 
mediate preparations to launch air at- 
tacks against Blue possessions in vi- 
cinity including route of the Nicaraguan 
waterways. Blue forces in the theater 
of operations hastened to prevent the 
enemy from retaining this base but did 
not concentrate sufficient strength in 
time to accomplish the purpose despite 
an air attack made early this morning. 
At 10 a. m. today, Friday, the enemy 
(Black) was declared in possession. 

“Meanwhile, Blue forces in the south- 
ern area are making every effort to 
prevent the enemy in this locality from 
establishine himself in the vicinity of 
the Panama Canal. At noon today the 
enemy was within 20 miles of the coast 
rnnarently having pierced the outlying 
Blue opposition. At what cost is not 
known. Mining operations and sub- 
marine offensives are underway to deny 
the enemy all suitable harbors in the 
area. Results are not yet determined. 

“The enemy’s mission will have been 
accomplished if he succeeds in getting 
one or more footholds from which to 
direct. attacks against Blue territory. 
Blue is using utmost endeavor to de- 
stroy the convoy and train with which 
the enemy is embarrassed until he 
reaches his base and which is essential 
to his further activities. It is evident 
that all operations are rapidly ap- 
proaching their culmination.” 

Following appears the report of the 
operations. of the Los Angeles during 
maneuvers, from Lt. Comdr. V- A. 
Clarke, USN, commanding officer: 

The performance of the Los Angeles 
as a scout of the forces defending Pan- 
ama has been very gratifying. In two 
flights the ship cruised 2315 nautical 
miles searching an area during day- 
light averaging 3,000 square miles per 
hour. This figure far exceeds that 
which can be covered by any type of 
surface craft, but is only half what 
the Navy’s new dirigibles will accom- 
plish. These ships will also be able 
to remain in the air at least five days. 
The fact that the Los Angeles was 
sunk in the problem has no significance. 
Without armament of any kind and 
without the fighting planes that mili- 
tary ships will carry, it was a foregone 
conclusion that the Los Angeles would 
bé sunk on contacting. the enemy main

Modernization Bill 

HE BATTLESHIP modernization 

bill, S. 4750, authorizing $30,000,000 

for alterations and repairs to the USS 

New Mexico, USS Mississippi and USS 

Idaho, was passed by the House, Feb. 
26 


As the bill has already passed the 
Senate, it now goes to the President 
for signature. 

Funds to begin work on two of the 
vessels are carried in the second de- 
fieiency bill which is now in conference. 
An amendement making $10,000,000 
available for modernizing the ships was 
inserted by the Senate and is expected 
to be approved by the House conferees. 

A hot fight resulted on the floor of 
the House when the modernization bill 
was called up under a rule, Thursday. 
Representatives Britten and Vinson, 
‘Republican and Democratic members 
of the naval committee, successfully 
fought off the attack on the measure by 
“Little Navy” advocates. Representa- 
tives French, McClintic, LaGuardia. and 
Frear were the principal opponents of 
the bill. 

Representative French attacked the 
Navy League of the United States, 
charging that it circulated propaganda 
all ever the country to build up the 
Navy, and issued the follewing chal- 
lenge to the organization. 

“T challenge the Navy League of the 
United States to publish a list of all 
of its members and to show as to every 
officer of the Army, the Navy, and the 
Marine Corps the rank of such officer 
and as to all others whether or not 
they have relatives in the Naval Estab- 
lishment of officer rank, and if so, the 
name and rank and kinship of such per- 
son. Also that they all shall be re- 
quired to publish the list of invest- 
ments held by them in any company, 
corporation, or enterprise having to do 
with naval construction, the manufac- 
ture and production of armaments, or 
any of the considerable factors or com- 
modities purchased for any purpose by 
the Navy; whether or not they are in- 
terested in or identified with aircraft 
corporations of any kind and the ex- 
tent to which such interests exist. I 
challenge the organization to indicate 
to the public all of the sources of rev- 
enue that it possesses and to indicate 
such information over a period of its 
existence. I challenge the organiza- 
tion to give to the public an outline of 
expenditures incurred by the organiza- 
tion and the specific purpose for which 
the expenditures have been made. 
challenge the organization to publish 
the names of the members of the board 
of directors or other members of the 
organization who have had a part in 
preparation either by writing or by ap- 
proving the literature that the organi- 
zation is disseminating. I challenge 
the organization to publish the names 
of officers of the Naval Establishment 
who have prepared for publication 
articles.that have been disseminated by 
the Navy League and indicate specifical- 
ly what those articles may be. I chal- 
lenge the organization to indicate speci- 
fically the conferences held by any con- 
siderable numbers of the Navy League 
and the part that is taken by the mem- 
bers of the league generally.”

speed machine guns and plane defense 
and in addition will use the clouds and 
high altitude to cover approach and 
escape from trailing and night attack. 
On two occasions during the problem 
local thunder storms were encountered 
covering large areas.

The 
effect of the tropical temperatures and 
high humidity on the fabric parts of the 
ship while apparently having no dam- 
aging effect, will be subject to future 
investigation and study. The health 
and condition of the entire crew re- 
mained excellent.
